Put two tablespoon- 
ftils of sugar and a few spoonfuls of 
the measured milk in a saucepan and 
stii over the fire until the sugar is dis- 
solved, then add the remainder of the 
milk and heat barely blood warm. 
Take fiom the fire, add any desired 
flavoring and the junket tablet, which 
has been crushed with a spoon and 
dissolved in a tablespoontul of cold 
water. Pour instantly into cups or a 
serving dish and let stand undisturbed 
for half an hour in the warm kitchen 
When firmly set, carefully transfer to 
the ice ibox and serve very cold with 
cream.

Last May the Ohio Legislature en- 


acted a law which was approved b\ 
Governor Harmon for the establish- 
ment of a'reformatory for women and 
providing for the management there- 
of. 
A commission composed of the 


governor, the secretary of state, the 
auditor of state, and the secretary of 
the board of state charities was cre- 
ated for the 
purpose of selecting a 


site for and the erection of the Ohio 
reformatory 
for 
women 
and this 


board has authority to purchase on 
behalf of the stare not more than 300 
acres of land in Ohio suitable for the 
location of the new institution which 
it is estimated will cost a half mil- 
lion dollars to build. 


The proposed institution will house 


those women who by the law estab- 
lishing tho reformatory v.ill be sent 
there by common pleas, probate and 
police judges throughout the state. 


A number of cities want this new 


institution. Its logical location is in 
tho central part of Ohio, at a point 
easily accessible by trolley and steam 
roads and at a point about equally 
distant from all parts of tho state. 
The reformatory should not only be 
centrally located bur stationed in a 
healthful locality and in a fertile re- 
gion, at a point abounding in pure 
air, abundant clear water and rich 
soil.

BANK SCHEME 


Washington, Oct. 5.—The Aldrich 


Monetary commission, originally or- 
ganized to bring about the birth of a 
Central Government bank, is under or- 
ders to file its full and comprehensive 
report on January S. On the last day 
of next March the board must termi- 
nate its legal existence, by the order 
of Congress. 


After having squandered hundreds of 


thousands of dollars of the 
peoples' 


money, and having held mock investi- 
gations at Narragansett Pier, and 
other fashionable watering resorts, the 
commission is now really busy.

commission, because all the members 
of Congress realize that the purpose of 
the body was not to work out an In- 
telligent solution of the currency pro- 
blem, so much as it was to supply a

The commission is no 
ionger taken seriously, even if it ever 
was so regarded.

The number of 
harrels of fuel oil—of 42 
gallons 


each—consumed hy the railroads of 
the country, is stated to have been

SAVED BY REFERENDUM 


Good Illustration of How Law Oper- 


ates for Public Good. 


A good illustration of how the ref- 


erendum operates for the public bene- 
fit was furnished in Regina, Canada, 
in May, 1010. The city council made 
a contract 
with a private corpora- 


tion to build and operate a street car 
system, but the contract had to be 
submitted to the voters. 
It was re- 


jected 
by a large 
majority. 
That 


stopped private ownership of street. 
car transportation in Regina. 


Then the city council submitted the 


question, 
whether the city 
should 


build a street car system for itself, or 
let the matter rest for a time. By an 
overwhelming vote the 
council was 


ordered to build a road to be owned 
and operated by the city. So by the 
referendum it was 
decided by 
the 


people who own the streets of Regina 
that they don't want and won't have 
private 
ownership of 
their 
public 


streets. 
Without the 
referendum a 


valuable franchise would have passed 
into private hands, contrary to the 
wishes o£ the people. 


What happened in Regina is just 


what happened in 
Cincinnati years 


ago, when the Ohio legislature tried 
to turn the Cincinnati Southern rail- 
road over to private hands; but the 
people of Cincinnati saved their pub- 
lic property by the referendum. That 
is one reason why the Big "Business 
tool known as the "Ohio State Board 
of Commerce" is so busy fighting the 
initiative and referendum. Under the 
management of Allen Ripley Foote 
that body is a mere stalking-horse "'for 
the Plunderbund.
